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THE EDITOR’S ROUND-UP 


There comes a time in every employee’s life, when he 
must reckon with the accumulated years of service. Re- 
tirement, whether voluntary or compulsory, has a way of 
creeping up on employees all too quickly.

You 
appreciate the honor of representing and leading the Asso- 
ciation. To be a good president you need time from your 
position. Many of us in our particular capacity find that 
time is just not available to handle the correspondence, to 
visit legislators and other persons interested in our pro- 
gram and to participate with committees. 


By the end of the first year one begins to feel how the 
plans of the Association might be accomplished and to know 
persons who will help. For this reason mainly, I would 
recommend that the Association consider lengthening the 
term of office of the president to a two year period or make 
provisions for reelection.
